STOCKHOLM — Safe 
landing of a Russian apace 
ship full of animals yester¬ 
day threw the 
space experts into a flurry 
of speculation about man¬ 
ned flights. 

Delegate! to the Inter 
national Space Congress here 
bnzzed with rumors that Rus¬ 
sia would soon be tiring men 
Into orbit The Russians re¬ 
ported that two dogs that rode 
their latest satellite nearly 
490.000 miles in 24 hours are 
healthy alter their return. 
SATELLITE AIJTHOBIY 

In London, Prolessor Ber¬ 
nard Lovell, leading UK. 
satellite authority, said he 
expects Russia to put a 
In space anytime — perhaps 
within a couple of months 

The Soviet space ship satd 
life carrying two dogs and 
several other animals 
retrieved Irom orbit and 
“landed safely” Saturday, the 
Soviets announced. They 
the animals were “well" In 
the experiment designed to 
help put a man Into space. 

U MILEM 

The space capsule was 
brought to earth within (U 
miles of a pre-selected landing 
site which was not Identified, 
according to the official Teas 
news agency announcement 

The landing from 198 miles 
In space was the first time 
that man has sent living 
creatures Into orbit and 
brought them to earth safely. 
Previous space ships with 
animals have been on short 
flights that did not orbit the 
earth. 

LANDED SAFELY 

Tass said the capsule con 
talning the animals ‘'detached 
lrom the shlo and landed 
safely” after 18 revolutions 
around the earth. It said the 
apace ship travelled 433,980 
miles since its launching. 

The 14143-pound space ship 
containing the capsule with 
the animals and TV cameras 
for observing their reactions to 
space living had spent about 
21 hours in flight when scien¬ 
tists sent out the signals which 
detached the capsule and 
brought It down. 

UJS. SUCCESS 

The feat followed by a day 
the American success in re¬ 
covering In the air a Dis¬ 
coverer XIV rocket capsule 
after a space flight In orbit. 
There were no animals aboard 
the American rocket. 

The experiment was 
avowed part of the Soviet 
campaign to be the first na 
tlon to send s man Into space 
and bring him back alive. An 
attempt to bring back a Soviet 
apace ship with a dummy 
aboard last May IS failed.

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Soviet-Sino Rivalry 


D SPORTS are current that Soviet 
1 a Russia and Red China are not 
seeing eye to eye these days. There 
Is divergence over communist co¬ 
existence with capitalism, a theory 
debarred by Marx-Lenin philosophy, 
the core of the communist system. 
There will be other points on which 
they disagree. Little is heard of it 
but the ill-defined Soviet-Sino boun¬ 
daries are another source of irrita¬ 
tion. 

Any general assumption that 
world communism Is one solid unde¬ 
viating entity U wide or the mark. 
The communist nations have their 
troubles with one another just as 
Western nations do; only they are 
able to keep most of these hidden. 
By contrast Western differences are 
out in the open. 

News that Russia and China may 
be at odds Is,of the kind perhaps 
to make the West rub Its hands. 
Nothing would suit it better than for 
these two communist giants to fall 
out completely. That is rather much 
to hope for, and too much emphasis 
should not be placed on their current 
differences. They will patch them up. 

Nevertheless a portent may lie 
In their relations one with the other. 
Red China Is potentially the greatest 
communist nation of all, and this is 
something that must disturb the 
Soviet Union, which will have no 
mind that its pupil should some day 
take over world communist leader¬ 
ship. 

The oft-repeated belief that Red 
China would not be averse to a nu¬ 
clear war, for instance—because of 
all nations it has millions of citizens 


who are expendable — must give 
Russia the shivers equally with the 
West. For all its bluster the Soviet 
Union probably wants total war no 
more than does the West. It is at 
the stage where tremendous home 
progress is being ma'de in the realms 
of science, Industry, education and 
social betterment. Nuclear war 
would be the end of this for Russia. 

Russia does not need a war. Red 
China, far behind the Soviet Union 
in modern progress but probably 
with visions of eventual pre-emin¬ 
ence, may think that she alone can 
afford one. This will be the nub of 
theJdeological cleavage now report¬ 
ed between them. Russia has come 
to raallze, primarily because prosper¬ 
ity drives the lesson home, that 
despite Marxism peaceful co-exist¬ 
ence with the West may be possible 
after all. 

In face of the destruction which 
would follow a nuclear outbreak, no 
matter who was the Pyrrhic victor, 
co-existence must loom even as de¬ 
sirable. Especially when by political 
manoeuvre and guile Russia is able 
to spread its influence with no small 
success. 

. It is the mastery and control of 
this communist influence that will 
decide the rivalry of these two giant 
communist partners. Russia cannot 
look other than with unease at the 
possibility of future Red Chinese 
dominance. 

History makes strange b e d • 
fellows. The day could -come when 
for its own protection Russia might 
be glad to seek a partnership with 
the West it now keeps on the griddle 
of a cold war. 


When Winter Comes 


■WfHEN one reads of ice surfaces 
" while the sun is shining there 
Is a tendency to shiver. It is a re¬ 
minder that winter follows not long 
on the heels of summer. Yet winter 
has its pleasures no less than has 
summer—and skating is one of them. 
So is its inevitable ancillary, hockey. 

The pleasures of Ice pastimes 
come to mind because both in the 
rity and in Eaquimalt the author¬ 
ities are getting ready for their ad¬ 
vent. A new ice surface la being 
laid In the Memorial Arena and a 
whole new ice rink is planned for the 
neighboring municipality. 

Even in the best regulated muni¬ 
cipal families an ice surface does 
not last for ever. The arena floor has 
been doing duty now for 11 years, 
so it may not be surprising that it 
needs renovation. In between, how¬ 
ever. the arena ice surface has given 
a lot of trouble, what with refrig¬ 
erator trouble, leaks and patchy Ice. 


The proposition has been somewhat 
of a standing headache, which It is 
hoped the new floor will cure for 
good. A 

Perhaps It Is the experience of 
the arena that prompts Esquimau to 
proceed with caution. Having 
majority ratepayer consent to build 
a $400,000 ice rink-sports stadium 
the council is taking no chances with 
its new venture. It is ensuring that 
every step of construction will be 
supervised closely to avoid any later 
pitfalls. Work wiH soon be underway 
however, and this should be a fillip 
to local employment. 

The winter scene is thus filled 
with greater promise this year. 
There should be ample room now for 
skating, curling and hockey; to¬ 
gether with the other winter spec¬ 
tacles an ice surface makes possible. 
Eaquimalt is doing its part to help 
the city In catering to the winter 
needs of the Greater Victoria com¬ 
munity. 


Impaired Skippers 


-T-HE conviction of a Vancouver 
, man on a charge of operating a 
fishing vessel while his ability to do 
so was impaired by alcohol is a re¬ 
minder that there is little difference 
In the eyes of the law between im¬ 
paired driving and impaired skipper- 

The first Is an offence under the 
Criminal Code; the second under 
a section added more recently to the 
Canada Shipping Act. The punish¬ 
ments which the court may Impose 
are the same; fines or imprisonment, 
or both; plus suspension of licence 
or the equivalent. 

The Vancouver case a few days 
ago is not by any means the first 
In this region, though prosecutions 
are comparatively rare. This is 
partly because the waterwkys are 
not yet as congested as the roads, 
and also because they are not closely 
policed. 


In some circumstances, however, 
a drunken boat operator can be Just 
as great a danger to life and limb 
as an Impaired car driver. The power 
and speed of boats sold by the count¬ 
less thousands every year are be¬ 
ginning to create on the waterways 
precisely the same kind of problems 
as those which led to the framing 
and gradual expansion of land traffic 
laws with the advent of the automo¬ 
bile. 

Moat owners of beats can use 
them sensibly and safely; as is the 
case on the highways, it is the Ir¬ 
responsible few who cause all the 
trouble. In the days when the best 
speed a power boat could do was 
about five knots flat out the chief 
risk with a drunken skipper was thaf 
he might fall overboard. Nowadays 
speed has turned him into a menace 
to other boats in the vicinity and 
multiplied the dangers to his 
passengers.

Old Bull, Young Opponent

B ONN. Germeny The inevitable con¬ 
test between the old bull and the 
moat powerful of his young challengers 
Is shaping up for next year a West Ger¬ 
man election campaign. 

By election time late next summer, 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer will be *5 
years old. Hil most likely opponent - 
West Berlin Lord Mayor Willy Brandt 
- will then be 48. 

It will he the fourth time Adeneuer 
has led his Christian Democrats in a 
national election campaign. He haa won 
handily each tlma. Increasing his 
majorities in 19S3 and 1957. 

But Brandt, a national figure and. by 
some public opinion polls, the country’s 
most popular man Juat now. will ha mak¬ 
ing his first national campaign. 

In the United States, men of Brandt's 
generation—the generation that fought 
and was decimated by the last war— 
already head both major parties 
Here, the issue is not yet decided. 
More than a simple 37 year* separates 
the two men. 

Adenauer was bom the year Gen. 
George Custer was defeated at the Little

Brandt was bora the year before that 
peace finally collapsed In 1914. 

Adenauer la a spare patriarch whose 
policies are modern but whose personal 
habits are those o( the 19th century. 

Brandt la a typically breezy-, fast-mov¬ 
ing man of the mid twentieth century 
who prefers the harsh whiskeys served 
st s cocktail party to the gentle wines 
Adenauer sips. 

On foreign affairs, bolh men aee 
pretty much eye to eye. to the chagrin of 
Brandt's fellow socialists. 

One more important difference Is that 
Adenauer remained in Germany during 
the whole 12 yeus of the Nazi era. while 
Brandt fled to Norway, and eventually 
became a citizen of that country . 

The Germans have been unable since 
the war to accept a sometime refugee In 
the national cabinet. 

The fact that many socialists were 
war-time refugees, leaving them open to 
demagogic charges that they "fought 
with the enemy" has been a distinct dis¬ 
advantage till now. 

It remains to be seen whether Brandt 
mb overcome that hurdte.

Peace-Maker Role for Mexico? 


I N this picturesque capital of Costa 
Rica, one of the most democratic 
and best organized of the Latin 
American states, the foreign min¬ 
isters of all 21 members of the Or¬ 
ganization of American States are 
sitting in judgment. Their task is to 
settle differences between Cuba and 
the United States and also between 
the Dominican Republic and Vene¬ 
zuela. 

For the first time the United 
States appears as an accused party be¬ 
fore this body, which in large measure 
It called into being and which It has 
fostered and encouraged ever since 
James O. Blaine, U.S. secretary of 
state, presided over Its deliberations 
In 1889. 

Hitherto the United States haa 
been largely able to stand outside 
controversies and to act as a mediator 
and benevolent godfather. Now the 
U S. Is in the dock. As the conference 
opened a very hasty and superficial 
judgment suggested that public opin¬ 
ion Is deeply divided In many Latin 
American countries. Unquestionably 
Cuban propaganda haa excited con¬ 
siderable sympathy among reason-

ably Important left-wing, but not 
necessarily Communist, groups In 
several of the member states — not 
least in Mexico. 

To what extent this sentiment will 
find expression In official statements 
remains to be seen. In any case, ex¬ 
pressed or unexpressed. It constitutes 
a very important consideration in the 
deliberations. It Is thought here that 
Mexico may emerge In the lead¬ 
ing and moat effeetlve role of 
mediator.

whatever measures It deems neeM- 
•ary to protect the live# and property 
of its nationals resident In Cuba, a 
decision it has hitherto reserved ab¬ 
solutely to Itself. Such a proposal can 
be expected to be received with some¬ 
thing less than enthusiasm. 

Never alnce the first meeting of 
Latin American states, held in Pan¬ 
ama In 1826 and attended by only five 
countries, has there Been such a tur¬ 
moil In the Caribbean area—charges 
of Intervention, plots, attempted 
assassination, culminating in the of¬ 
ficial charges of Venezuela against 
the Dominican Republic. 

This purely Latin American con¬ 
troversy, although not directly related 
to the U^.-Cuban dispute, haa 
muddied the water and set currents 
and cross-currents going. This hag“ 
created an atmosphere of uncertainty 
and has unleashed emotions whose 
effects cannot be determined by 
economic considerations alone. 

The suggested Mexican proposal 
apparently sterna from Mexico'! own 
experiences when President Cardens 
expropriated large U.S. and other 
foreign investments. The forbearance 
and patience of the aggrieved parties 
finally resulted in reasonably satis¬ 
factory restitution on a basis that 
could be accepted by Mexican publie 
opinion. 


P RIME Minister Diefenbaker has 
devoted a great part of his life 
and his political energies to securing 
a Canadian Bill Of Rights. It has been 
a worthy ambition, snd It is easy to 
understand his satisfaction now that 
Parliament has enacted a bill. 

But Mr. Diefenbaker should not 
rest content with the measure which 
now passes Into the statute book. It 
is a major 8te£ toward the achieve¬ 
ment of his ambition, but not the final 
atCp. 

The bill, as it stands, is more an ex¬ 
pression of principle than a declara¬ 
tion of law for all Canadians. It has 
jurisdiction only In fields which are 
the concern of the Dominion govern- 
ment, and does not apply in the wide 
fields of provlnrfal concern. 

Its status is that of any set of 
Parliament, snd it is subject to repeal, 
therefore, by Parliament, st any time. 
And it can be superseded by the War 
Measures Act. which means that civil 


rights will not have the protection of 
the bill in time of war, when they 
are most in need of protection. 

A Bill of Rights with so many loop¬ 
holes, with such restricted authority, 
is hardly the sort of charter, of grand 
concept and design, for which Mr. 
Diefenbaker has been striving slj 
these years. Such a charter can take 
the form only of an amendment to the 
constitution, the British North 
America Act. % 

Mr Diefenbaker, while rejoicing in 
the bill which Parliament has passed, 
should now direct his efforts to 
making It part of the constitution. A 
Dominion provincial conference In the 
fall has been proposed to devise a 
formula by which Canada can amend 
the British North America Act with¬ 
out reference to the Parliament st 
Westminster. When this has been 
achieved, there should be small diffi¬ 
culty in securing national assent to a 
constitutional amendment.

ANY of the deadliest viruses, 
such ss the white pine blister 
rust that destroys forests of this tra¬ 
ditionally noble tree in Canada, can¬ 
not survive without what is called a 
secondary host, fn the case of the 
blister rust, it is the gooseberry and 
currant family of plants. One stag# 
of the growth of the spores haa to t*e 
spent on these smaller plants before 
they are ripe to float oft onto tho 
pine, to complete their life cycle and 
destroy the tree. 

There are hundred* of such rela¬ 
tionships in nature Involving viruses, 
Insects, snd flukes such as the most 
unpleasant circaria that renders ^en¬ 
tire lakes unfit for bathing snd which 
has to proceed through its life cycle 
by infesting the snail, tl«jn the wild 
duck, gull or mink which feed on the 
snail; snd, in the latter host, emerges 
as the adult fluke, ready to attack 
snails again, or swimmers, if handy, 
who come out in highly disagreeable 
boils. 

One of the risks man runs In in¬ 
troducing new species of plant or 
animal int^ new habitats Is that he 
might inadvertently be presenting 
an essential secondary host to some 
virus or creature that has until then 
been unable to flourish. 

It isn’t only the fission of the Horn 
that threatens man. It is the meeting 
of two hitherto separated living ele¬ 
ments that might suddenly let loose a 
plague. Man has improved on nature 
is so many respects, he might just 
once go too far.

An astrophysicist proposes 
that this very event did hap¬ 
pen, and the drastic result was 
the creation of our solar sys¬ 
tem all Its planets, all their 
satellites or "moons,” and all 
the multitude of tiny planets, 
the asteroids. 

This is the newest scientific 
theory of how things began so 
far as we re personally con¬ 
cerned. and it has the advant¬ 
age over older theories of con¬ 
forming to established astro¬ 
nomical "laws” < more or less > 
and ironing out a number of 
contradictions.

Dr. M. M. Woolf son envis¬ 
ages our sun before It ac¬ 
quired th* responsibility of 
dependents (earth and all the 
others i, spinning in lonely 
grandeur in space as many 
stars do. Then along came the 
mighty interloper with enough 
masa to dwarf it, travelling at 
enormous speed on a straight 
line. 

Its approach raised a tide 
on the sun’s surface. As it 
came closer, the tip of the 
tidal wave was more drawn 
by the gravitational pull of 
the passing stranger than by 
that of the sun itself, and it 
was pinched off and flung out 
some 900.000.000 miles and be¬ 
came the planet Pluto. 

This loss of material caused 
surface waves to form all 
around the sun’s molten hulk 
which projected another high 
tidal wave out toward the 
rocketing star. Again the wave 
tip was pulled away and sent 
out into gravitational orbit 
.around the sun. It became the 
next farthest planet, Neptune 
♦ * * 

A chain reaction now was 
underway, and the globs of 
sun-stuff for the planets 
Uranus. Saturn, and Jupiter 
were flung outward. By now 
the star was at its closest 


Now the star has passed its 
closest point and was drawing 
away. Aa lta gravitational 
auperiority leasened, It pulled 
out the material for the four 
planets which are the smallest 
and whose orbits are closeet 
the Sun, Mars, Earth, Venus 
and Mercury. 

He calculated that all the 
material for all of the solar 
system was pulled off the aun 
in a total time of only 12 
hours. "Of course," he added, 
Many hundreds of years will 
have elapsed after the pas¬ 
sage of the star before Pluto, 
the outermost planet, had 
completed its first orbit:”

Burton and banker Al Humphries 
say that "any fish at th* Nimpkish under 40 pounds Is a 
piker." 

The run starts toward the end of August and lasts until 
the middle of September. A 56pounder was th* biggest 
recorded there last year by sport fishermen ’. . . and this 
places th* Nimpkish In a claa* with Comox and the Albemi 
Inlet, but not quite up to Campbell River standards where 
there have been a few over 80 pounds landed already this 
year.

Isn Dodds of the Canadian Forest Products Nimpkish 
Camp told us s big run of fish go through Nimpkish Lake, 
but hair seals come up the six-mile Nimpkish River and chase 
the fish right through the lake. 

Not much further south from the Nimpkish Is the 
-Kokish River where there is also good tyee, trout and steel 
head fishing. 

* To the nor.th Is Port McNeill, northern terminus of 
the Murray Marine Services ferry run from Kelsey Bay. 

Port McNeill is only a .Vi minute run from Alert Bay and is 
headquarters of the Island operations of Rayonier of Canada 

Port McNeill is on Vancouver Island and taxi and bus 
service runs from here to Port Hardy where there is hotel 
accommodation and an airport. Only accommodation at 
Port McNeill Is for company guests. 

This north Island ares is not ready yet for a big influx 
of sportsmen, hut the 15.000 resident* are starting to utilize 
the outdoors to the utmost.

Just a year ago the Rayonier company allowed employees 
to bring in their own cars. There are now about 260 cars 
in the srea. which have less than 50 miles of public road to 
- travel—mainly between Port. Hardy and Port McNeill, but 
there are some 250 miles of logging and mining roads which 
company employees may use at weekends. 

Pst Brown, secretary of the Rod and Gun Club for the 

* north Island area, told us there sre more thsn 20 lakes and 
score* of streams in the srea. all loaded with three to five- 
pound and larger cutthroat trout and many of them accessible 
by logging roads. 

"Within a year we will be able to drive to Alice and 
Victoria Lake*, which are hig lakes and provide good fishing.” 
he said. Incidentally that road will be a public road to Port 
Alice and will he available to all sportsmen.

• in the Canadian I^egton at Alert Bay. or the cocktail lounge 
at PortTlardy and he will have little difficulty. Pat Brown 
at Port McNeill and Ron Shuker. newspaper publisher at 
Alert Bay. will record entriea for the Coloniat King Fisherman 
contest. 

To get to the area drive to Kelsey Bay -the end of public 
highway on Vancouver Island and board the Mv. Uchuk III 
for a four-hour cruise - at $10 a passenger, or $30 for car 
and passenger to Alert Bay or Port McNeill. Accommodation 
is limited and if reservation* are not made it might be wise 
to take.along a lightweight tent and equipment. 

More and more of the area is being opened up each year. 

Next year you will be able to drive to Port Alice on a road 
being built by Rayonier. but which will be made available 
for public use.

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It Can I Take Winter 


By M. V. C HESNUT. FRHS 

CASTOR OIL PI-ANT (T.F., Vic¬ 
toria)-Your Castor Oil plant Is not 
winter-hardy here. While It is an ever¬ 
green perennial tree like plant in its 
native Zanzibar, living for many 
years in the tropical plantation, I 
don't know of any practicable way of 
bringing it safely through the winter 
outdoors. It is customary here to 
treat it as a tender annual, starting 
fresh plants from seed every spring. 

I suppose it would be possible to 
pot the thing up in an oversize tub 
and keep it growing in a sunny win¬ 
dow' indoors, but the plant is really 
far too^big for the average home. 

BLEEDING HEART «F.L.D., Sid 
ney i—It Is perfectly natural for the 
foliage of your Bleeding Heart to turn 
color in late August or early Septem¬ 
ber, and there is no need to worry 
about the health of your plant. It is 
the habit of this subject to pack up a 
little earlier than most of our per¬ 
ennial flowers. 

The Bleeding Heart may be trans¬ 
planted either in the early fall, as 
soon as the foliage turns color, or in 
the spring, just as the first shoots are 
poking their noses through the soil. 
They are not at all fussy as to soil, 
and will grow cheerfully either in 
full sun or partial shade. 


EYERB1X>0MING ROSE (F.S.. 
Sookr)—Your rose bush which has 
been blooming its head off ever since 
last June will come to no harm as a 
result of its non-stop performance. I 
don’t think flowering is any partieu 
lar strain on a plant, and it would 
serve no useful purpose or save the 
strength of the plant in any way to 
pick off the buds before they open - 
just pick off the faded flowers be¬ 
fore they can go to seed. „ 

As long as your bush has plenty 
of healthy foliage, enough water, and 
a touch of rose fertilizer scratched 
into the soil, it can bloom to its 
heart’s content without coming to 
any harm. 

CAPE PRIMROSE (BJ.O’C., Vic¬ 
toria)—Your mystery housepiant is a 
Streptocarpus. commonly known as 
the Cape Primrose. It has hairy 
leaves, rather like a Gloxinia, and the 
flowers are shaped like those of an 
oversize Petunia, bright purple with 
brown stripes in the throat. 

The plant thrives under about the 
same care as you would give an Afri¬ 
can violet, to which It is related: The 
special soil sold for African violets 
will suit the lovely Streptocarpus to 
perfection if you add a dessert spoon¬ 
ful of bone meal to it. If you want 
more plants, simply break off a leaf 
and stick it in a jam Jgr with an tnrh 
of water in the bottom. It will throw 


out roots in a couple of weeks, after 
which you can pot it up and grown it 
on to maturity,' 

I-AWN PREPARATION (W.L.S., 

Port Albemi)-—Your lawn site should 
be raked and. rolled repeatedly before 
sowing, and rolled once more after 
the seeds are sown. Make sure the 
roller is bone dry, or it may pick up 
the seeds. Sow the seeds without any 
covering at all. as Kentucky blue 
grass and its varieties will germinate 
much more freely when exposed to 
the light. 

There is a very good booklet avail-, 
able free of charge from the Domin¬ 
ion Experimental Station at Saanich- 
ton on the preparation and sowing of 
lawns. Ask for Mimco No. 153, 
“Lawns, Planting and Maintenance." 

POTATO APPLES (E.W., Vic- 
toria) Those little green “tomatoes" 
forming on your potato plants are 
simply seed pods. The potato blos¬ 
soms form seeds just like any other 
plant, although these seeds are never 
adbvn ordinarily except by plant- 
breeders in search of a new and bet¬ 
ter variety of potato. 

The green seed pods will turn red 
eventually, and will look even more 
like small tomatoes. These are mildly 
poisonous, and because they are at¬ 
tractive tp children. It is best to pull 
them off and get rid of them.

STOCKHOLM — Safe 
landing of a Russian space 
ship full of animals yester¬ 
day threw the world’s 
space experts into a flurry 
of speculation about man¬ 
ned flights. 

Delegates to the Inter 
national Space Congress here 
bused with rumor* that Rus¬ 
sia would soon be tiring men 
into orbit. The Russians re¬ 
ported that two dogs that rode 
their latest satellite nearly 
450,000 miles In 24 hours are 
healthy alter their return. 
SATELLITE ALTHORIV 
In London, Professor I 
nard Lovell, leading U.K. 
satellite authority, said he 
expects Russia to put a man 
In space anytime — perhaps 
within a couple of months. 

The Soviet space ship satel¬ 
lite carrying two dogs and 
several other animals was 
retrieved from orbit and 
"landed safely" Saturday, the 
Soviets announced. They said 
the animal* were "weH" In 
the experiment designed to 
help put a nun Into 
M MILKS 
The space capsule was 
brought to earth within 8-2 
miles of a pre selected landing 
site which was not identified, 
according te the official Tass 
news agency announcement. 

The landing from 198 miles 
In space was the first time 
that man has tent living 
creatures into orbit 
brought them to earth safely. 
Previous space ship* with 
animals have been on short 
flights that did not orbit the 
earth. 

LANDED SAFELY 
Tass said the capsule con¬ 
taining the animals “detached 
from the ship and landed 
safely” after 18 revolutions 
around the earth. It said the 
space ship travelled 433,980 
miles since its launching. 

The 10,143-pound space ship 
containing the capsule with 
the animals and TV cameras 
for observing their reactions to 
space living had spent about 
21 hours in flight when scien¬ 
tists sent out the signals which 
detached the capsule and 
brought It down.

Swimmer's Itch is causing 
consternation and discomfort 
among residents of Langford 
Lake.

The itch is caused by a sub- 
microscopic wdrm left near 
the shore by snails when they 
spawn. 

The worms transfer to hu¬ 
man beings when they can and 
try to burrow beneath thfbkLn 


for moisture when the swltn 
mer leaves the water. 

They are not equipped ,o 
penetrate skin,sp they die on! 
the surface, causing a chemi 
cal irritation. 

Easiest way to avoid the 
Itch is by using a towel to dry!

Eric, as II happens, had taken command of 
the Duncan company ot the Scottish on ita form 
atioa some years before.

He was therefore in a 
position to evaluate and pats upon applications 
of rampant young officers who had taken their 
commissions after earning up through the militia 
ranks with tha regiment and of wham brother 
Lorry was one.

TN PRIMITIVE societies the calendar 
■* is usually based on a recurrence of 
naturaJ events, such ns the position of * 
celestial bodiey, the migratory move¬ 
ment of birds or animal*, seasonal vege¬ 
tative change* and, on our Pacific coast, 
by the arrival of certain fish from the 
aea, „ a 

> In February’. Johnny M<»on would have said 
that the time of the year was "Taux sum’’ imoon 
vi the ftr.«t eulachon run). 

At thii. season the Kwakiutl were making 
ready for one oi their big adventures. The people 
of H'kusam. of Nimkish and Fort Rupert, of 
Village Island. Minstrel and Tumour Islands 
Were preparing to journey to the head of Knight 
Inlet <Dza wade — having eulachon) to fish the 
eulachon (dzaxum) run which occurred in March 
|Mawael-enx eulachon fishing season). * 

Johnny Moon of H kusam began his prepara¬ 
tions early and by mid February everything was 
ready. He watched the weather and when condi¬ 
tions were favorable he. with his family, paddled 
the 20 miles along Johnstone Strait between the 
mouth of the .Salmon River on Vancouver Island 
and Havannah Channel on the mainland. This 
voyage, even with the help of the tides war a 
|ong. hard day’s travel and Johnny was glad of 
the hospitality he found where Chatam Channel 
wpens to Knight Inlet at Minstrel Island. 

Three more days were needed to reach the 
head of the Inlet < Dzawade — having eulachon) 
where he set up camp. Here, both land and water 
were divided between tribes through ancestral 
ownership. Fixed, by tradition, were the locations 
of villages which the seveial tribes occupied 
during the eulachon fishing season. Fixed were 
•tations along the river bank where dipnets could

be used. And fixed, too. were stations in the river 
itself where long bag shaped nets were stretched. 

Mountains where goats were hunted, slopes 
where berries grew were also divided by tribal 
tradition and in areas of ancestral ownership 
trespass was a grave offence, one not lightly 
forgi \ en. There was common land. too,, where 
anybody had the right to fish or hunt. 

All these areas of ownership at Johnny Moon's 
time were so clearly defined by landmarks that 
Dr. Franz Boas, of Columbia.University, mapped 
the position of the numerous stations and assigned 
the tribal ownership. 


IN KWAKIUTL economy eulachon oil was a 
highly prized commodity. It appeared dally, at 
meals, in will ordered households. Dried salmon 
and other foods were dipped in the oil and it was 
a favorite sauce for such dishes as dried berries. 
Oil was carried by canoe air along the northwest 
coast. Long trails, known aa "Grease Trails." led 
inland over which Athabaskan speaking people of 
the interior travelled to trade with the people of 
the coast. And this trade was extensive. 

Eulachon icanrfeflsh) are rather small, being 
from 9 to 12 inches long. Their arrival In count¬ 
less number into certain rivers heralded by 
flocks of seagulls which followed to feast on the 
little fish. 

Historically oil from the fish was rendered by 
placing hot rocks in large wooden vessels that 
were filled with water and fish. Often the inside 
of a canoe was used. Rocks kepi the water boil¬ 
ing until most of the oil floated to the surface 
where it was skimmed off after R had cooled. 

After boiling, the fish were pressed to recover 
any remaining oil. Formerly women squeezed 
the the fish, still hot. against their naked bodies. 
In Johnny's time, however, more efficient equip¬ 
ment was used. Sheet metal try-pots over fires 
and pi-esses with operating levers provided a more 
effective method ef extracting oil. 


TT WAS CUSTOMARY to allow the fish to dc 
cay a little bit before beginning extraction. Oil 
was more easily separated and the Kwakiutl did 
not object to a little odor or the taste of oil from 
fish that were not quite fresh. Eulachon oil kept 
well. In fact it could be stored for a year or taro, 
which was fortunate. For big eulaclion runs did 
not occur every year. 

It ia interesting to speculate over the origin 
of certain customs and crafts which we often find 
widely scattered and turning up in most unlikely 
places. Early voyagers to the norwest roast found 
Indians making fish nets with the same type of 
needle used In Europe, and for that matter still 
used today. The design of their nets was func* 
tional. the only improvement the trader could of¬ 
fer was substitution of a flax thread for the native 
thread which was spun from nettle fibre. , 


Three types of nets appear to have been used 
for eulachon fishing. First a large bag-net (Tb. 
gal I. This net opened to 9 or 10 feet at the mouth 
and it tapered over about 12 feet to the tail. 

Ta-gal'' was used in this manner: a place wa* 
selected where the ebbing tide ran strongly. Thu 
mouth of the net waa stretched and secured kg 
slakes driven into the river bed. A canoe, a» 
chored above the mouth of the net. waa allowud 
to drift down to the tall, and into the bellied nut 
eulachon drifted with the tide. When enough fish 
had been caught the tail of the net was lifted, 
the lashing untied and the eulachon spilled lntu 
the canoe. At times, the fish were so numeruug 
that the mouth of the net had to be cloned be- 
cause eulachon could not be taken into the canoe 
last enough. 

Another net, a dip-net. called by the KwakiuS 
-Pegwayu," was used In this manner: Two wing, 
dams, converging downstream, were built from 
hemlock branches The fisherman, In hi- (-snout 
took a position downstream where he could block 
the opening between the wing-dams, with the ebb¬ 
ing tide eulachon drifted into the net which was 
emptied into the canoe as the necessity arose. 


noG-WAYU was used in still another wsy and 
when Johnny (lid this sort of fishing he took Ms . 
wife slong. The canoe was headed downstream 
his wife, using a pole, held it in that position, 
Johnny, standing In the bow facing the stern, put 
his dtp net down Into the water on the right hand 
side of the canoe at the same time steadying ths 
canoe and preventing It from swinging by mesas 
of a shorter pole put over the left side. As soon 
as Johnny's net was in position his wife beat tbs 
water with the top of her pole to which a short 
crosspiece had been tied, driving the frightened 
eulachon into the net. Sometimes, we are told, a 
canoe was filled in an hour or two. 

Another type of net "Xodayu " waa used whs* 
the tide was flooding strongly upstream. 

"Xo-dayu”, like "peg wayu ’. was spread open 
by a wooden frame. The side sticks projected 
and were sharpened as that the points could be’ 
pushed into the river bed. 

The eulaehen season actually began ths work 
year. Winter, a season of potlatcties and elabo¬ 
rate ceremonials, was put. Probably in most 
households food stores were running low. 

Now. at eulachon time, long hours must be 
spent at the nets. There was oil to render, wood 
to gather, nets to repair and trading to do. 

Soon herring fishing time would begin and S 
would not be long before salmon came hack. 

So the lengthening days would be work days 
for Johnny Moon, for all the people of H'kusam 
and for all the people in all the other Kwakiutl 
villages. And now until snow dusted the tops 
of the hills again there would be little time for 
play.

f »S I SAID In a recent article 
the 2'xi dull rose bearing 
Che caption 'British Columbia 
and Vancouver's Island.” was 
the tint stamp issued lor the 
then separate Colonies. 

For several years the Island 
*a* known as Vancouver’s Is¬ 
land” and up to the beginning 
of this century was still refer¬ 
red to by that name by many 
Old-timers. 

Early documents and news 
papers corroborate this and 
When the late Stanley Dea- 
pille was writing his classic. 
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“The Postal System* of British 
Columbia.” and Vancouver Is¬ 
land.” He. In company with 
the writer, made every effort 
at the legislative buildings and 
post office to find a trace of an 
order-in-council which had au¬ 
thorized the change to Vancou¬ 
ver Island, but without success. 

Now as to the stamps them¬ 
selves. No. 1 in the Scott Cat¬ 
alogue should rightly be No. 2, 
If Included at all, as only one 
sheet was printed imperforate 
to oblige a British peer who 
was looking over the printery 
and “wanted to see the wheels 
go round.” 

These imperforate stamps 
did not reach the Colonies and 


therefore never did postal 
duty, and were only obtained 
from London dealers in later 
years. The perforate stamps 
were used in great quantities 
before being superceded by the 
5c rose and 10c blue titled Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Rightly speaking, the No. 2, 
in Scott's Catalogue should be 
No. 1, and the imperforate 
stamp referred to in a footnote 
as “Prepared for use but never 
printed." 

★ ★ * 

AUSTRIA, followed by 
Czechoslovakia, has announced 
a ban on World Refugee Year 
stamps and it is expected other 
Communist countries will fol¬ 


low. Letters will be returned 
to the addressees in the coun¬ 
try of origin. 

Tths action was taken under 
a clause in international postal 
regulations which entitles a 
country to refuse any foreign 
mail which might “inflAme 
public opinion.”

THEN THERE IS the planned picnic ... Se¬ 
lect the locale a head.'because you want to be sure 
of tables and benches. If you belong to the “I 
hate paper plates” association this is the picnic 
for you. You will take a tablecloth, plates, cups 
and saucers or mugs and cutlery. Keep a list of 
picnic needs In the picnic hamper so you are sure 
to have everything . . . cream, sugar, salt and 
pepper, mustard, relish, pickles and salad dress¬ 
ing. Paper table naps, of course. 

Have the salad greens washed, dried and pre¬ 
crisped In a plastic bag or in a polythene box 
with a lid.

R ECOGNIZE this fclwrT The oar 
drivini; his boat in ckxtr to the 
beach scattering trrrilird swimmrrs? 

Sure you do—it's our old frirnd: ttir 
traffic cowboy out from behind the 
wheel of his ear. He’s taken to the 
waterways. Boaters, swimmers, beach¬ 
comber*—watch out! 


Herd’s other refugee from the highway. He 
cruined along with faulty brakes by day. one 
headlight by night. Now. water bound, he's got 
the whole family in the boat and she's slowly 
sinking to the gunwales. The next big wave 
should be interesting. 

People are Just beginning to discover the Joys 
of cruising. And like highway driving, boating 
should be a pleasure not a calculated risk. 

Unlike driving, you don't need a licence to 
turn the key in a pleasure boat and that's all the 
more reason for putting safety foremost whether 
you're an owner or a driver. 

Here * a check list of important rules every 
boatman should know before he takes the wheel 
rr tiller: 

A sharp turn at high speed may be an en¬ 
graved invitation to Davy Jones' Locker. A boat 
can capsize more easily than you think. ' Slow 
down for turns; make them as gradual as possible. 

Never stand up in a moving boat. To change 


position, stay low and keep both hands on the 
gunwales. The helmsman should never leave the 
wheel. Remember: it takes only a second for a 
boat to go out of control. 

Some boat owners think that seating capacity 
equals safety capacity—and pack their boats to 
the last inch with passengers. It ain’t necessarily 
so! Find out the proper capacity of your boat, 
and stick to It. . ' 

Helmsmen! Keep your eye* open! Always 
— not just sometimes—watch for rocks, shallow 
water, obstructions that can damage-and even 
capaiae- your craft. 

Rough water, or the wakes of larger boats, can 
be a hazard unless you know how to handle your 
craft. Always head into the waves never take 
them broadside. A big wave along side can roll a 
boat right over. 

A large part of water safety is common cour¬ 
tesy. Don't jet too near swimmers, other craft, 
piers especially at high speeds. Give sail and 
rowboats the right of way and remember, your 
wake can cause as much damage as your boat it¬ 
self and you ran be held legally responsible. 

Before you claim you're an old salt, you have 
to master the elements of good docking technique. 
Also, you have to be an expert on 'man overboard*^ 
procedure -just In case. Three essentials; swing 
the engine away from the victim; use a line or 
paddle to reach him; don’t jump in the water un¬ 
less absolutely necessary. >

teur navigator. You ought to know how to read

margarine and gradually add one and a half cups 
sifted confectioner's sugar mixed with one table¬ 
spoon of dry cocoa. Beat well. Stir in one table¬ 
spoon strong, hot coffee. Frost the cooled cake 
right in the pan it was baked in. 

IN SPITE OF JOKES on the subject of sand 
In the sandwiches and creeping things in the 
cake, most of us enjoy eating out of doors. With¬ 
out going in for expensive equipment there are 
a lew tricks which help to keep food hot-hot or 
cold-cold. 

I mentioned about keeping casseroles and 
such hot by wrapping in heavy thicknesses of 
newspaper. Newspaper is an equally good agent 
lor keeping ice from melting. To pack and carry 
chilled food there is nothing better than a plastic 
pail w ith a tight lid. Put a newspaper w rapped 
piece of ice on the bottom of the pail, and pack 
foods to be kept cold on top. One large piece of 
ice lasts longer than ice cubes . . . you can make 
m large piece by filling a milk carton or a large 
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juice tin with water and freezing M in the freea- 
jng compartment of your refrigerator. 

When 1 use a plastic pail for carrying perish¬ 
able* 1 freeze a piece of ice in a round pan slight¬ 
ly smaller than the bottom of the pail. When 
frozen I take it out of the pan and wrap in news¬ 
papers and set it down in the bottom of the pail 
. . . everything packs compactly on top. The 
newspaper serves a dual purpose, it insulates 
the ice and absorbs the moisture as the ice melts. 

Experienced pick up and gobrs always keep a 
hamper or box packed with picnic china, cutlery, 
bottle opener, can opener, sharp knife, wooden 
spoon, salt, pepper and paper naps. It is a big 
help when Father comes home early and says, 
• How about a picnic?” It simplifies the prepara¬ 
tions if the essentials are always ready. 

Picnic food should be able to take travelling 
... no soft and easily broken food, no gelatine 
mixtures that go into a fast slump with a little 
sun, no salad dtessing on salads until just before 
serving, no whipped cream topped pies.

a chart, and receive nautical information, such at 
storm warnings. It may save your boat- and your 
hie. 

Special tips for water skiers: Have at least tw# 
people in the boat; children should wear lile pec- 
serves; make sure, with more than one skier, to 
have tow ropes ol equal length — they can gal 
fouled. Stop the engine when a skier falls. 

These* are all essentials for safe boat handling. 

But before you cast off. make sure your boat Is* 
equipped for safety. 

Regulations specify the lights required tor 
your boat. Even if you do your boating by day — 
getting stranded along about dusk can leave yrn 
in a tricky situation. 

Life preserving equipment is a must! Floats 
and life Jackets should be in good condition, along 
with a good, stout lifeline. It may come in handy. 

Are your mooring lines securely fastened? If 
not you may find yourself on the shore 
day —and your boat at sea! 

And how about the hull? Is It leak proof? 1 
able enough to take a good pounding? Strong 
enough to withstand a collision? 

Here's a reminder for outboard owners: Before 
leaving the dock, check the clamps on you motor 
to see they're tight. A sharp turn has been known 
to catapult a motor right off the boat and a bath 
is not w hat your outboard needs. 

How about a bailing device? For large bonto 
—a pump. For small craft—a can or bucket will 
do. And any motorboat ought to travel with a 
pair of oars or a paddle. 

Large boats must have a fire extinguisher— 
and small boats, especially wooden model*, nerd 
one too. Other accessories which are mandatory 
for large boats, desirable for small ones: A boat 
horn; distress flares; a lead sinker for sounding 
in shallow water; s tool kit; an anchor. 

In every case, safety afloat is every boatee^i 
job. The*e's no reason why boating can't be fun 
without risk. All it takes is care, caution, and 
courtesy. 

For safety’s sake, follow the nautical "ruler ad 
the road.”

pumps night and day. Strug 
gllng to save the ship hy patch¬ 
ing up great holes punched in 
the hull by the ice. Macklin. 
one ot the two doctors aboard, 
wrote In his diary: “I do not 
think I have ever had such a 
horrible sickening senm tton of 
fear as I had whilst In the 
hold of that breaking shjf." 

Thus the great trek began, 
an ordeal of courage, of hu¬ 
mor under hardship, of a stem 
refusal to give up hope, of 
endurance that endured be¬ 
yond the point time after 
time ot human fortitude, un¬ 
der the skilled and inspiring 
leadership of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton. 

Shackleton* original pur¬ 
pose for hto Imperial Trans- 
Atlantic Expedition was to 
cross the polar continent by 
way of the South Pole, an 
overland journey of more than 
2.100 miles. This was not actu¬ 
ally accomplished until some 
40 years later with modern 
motorized snow vehicles. 

Hto purpose that twiHt after¬ 
noon when a ship was aban¬ 
doned was to hold hto com¬ 
panions together against the 
demoralizing disintegration of 
despair and to lead them back 
to the world. * 

In conditions of bitter cold, 
ice and rugged terrain the 
party required nearly six 
months to cross the ioe pack 
to land, tiny Elephant Island. 
From there in an open 22-foot 
lifeboat Shackleton set off 
with four others on a desper¬ 
ate attempt to sail 870 miles 
across the stormiest ocean in 
the world, through frigid gales 
and waves 90 feet high, to a 
whaling station on South Geor¬ 
gia Island where help could be 
found. This was probably the 
most remarkable small boat 
voyage in history. 


This has been made possible 
by the fact that Sir Charles’ 
own career^Has been ms mul¬ 
tiple in nature, and as distin¬ 
guished. as that of his pro¬ 
tagonist. Too many novelists 
know too little about Ufe as it 
to lived outside literary circles, 
and some only know or think 
they know the m s e lves, which 
to why we ore plagued by a 
plethora of introspective nar¬ 
ratives. But Sir Charles has 
moved through so many 
spheres of thought and action 
that one to tempted to say that 
he knows even more of life 
than he can use as a writer. 

In The Affair Lewis Eliot 
returns to the Cambridge col¬ 
lege in which he held a fellow¬ 
ship during Jhe period de¬ 
scribed in The Master*, one of 
the finest novels of the 
Strangers and Brothers series. 
It was concerned with the po 
lit leal manoeuvering that pre¬ 
ceded the election of a new 
master of the college, and it 
was replete with brilliant 
' character studies and 
found insights into hu4 
nature. Aa a whole it 
vided a unique picture of i 
as lived by Cambridge 


This picture is painted 
again in The Affair and again 

we are confronted by political 
manoeuvering; but this time 
it is not a mastership that is 
at stake, but the reputation 
and fate of a young scientist. 
Yet there to another election 
just ahead, and an awareness 
of its imminence affects the 
conduct of more than one ac¬ 
tor in the academic drama. 

The central but not the dom¬ 
inant character of this drama 
is Donald Howard, a Junior 
Fellow of the College, who 
some time prior to the begin¬ 
ning of the novel has been 
accused of faking a photo¬ 
graph to substantiate a point 
in hto doctoral thesis, and has 
been deprived of *hi» fellow¬ 
ship after a hearing by the 
college Court of Seniors. But 
Howard violently protests hto 
innocence, and there are a few 
who believe that he has been 
unfairly judged. That the 
photograph was tampered 
with to certain, though it to 
not cerlain that Howard did 
the tampering. But it had 
been given to him by an el¬ 
derly and distinguished scien¬ 
tist. now dead, with whom he 
had been working at the time 


he was preparing his thesis. 
The few who believe that he 
may be innocent are pressing 
for a reconsideration of his 
case by the Court of Seniors. 

It & st this point that Eliot, 
while visiting his-brothe r Mar¬ 
tin, a Fellow of the College* 
finds himself very much in¬ 
volved jn the Howard affair, 
and It is through Eliot’s eyes 
that we watch the subsequent 
acts of a drama that has all 
the fascination of a good de¬ 
tective story and all the depth 
of a multiple psychological 
study. In the course df It 
those of us who have read 
The Masters meet many old 
acquaintances- an assortment 
of dons whose characters illus¬ 
trate the infinte variety to be 
found in the human animal. 
Their conflicting reactions to 
the Howard case keep the 
novel s pot boiling until the 
very last page. 

Sir Charles Snow knows 
what makes men tick in many 
different ways, and he knows 
how to translate hto knowl¬ 
edge into fiction that com¬ 
mands respect as well as in¬ 
terest.

C UK FOB THE FIRST ACT o t one of B.C.’i strangest rirciimstonfihl-rviaene* atorh* 
must have been the knock that came around mid-day on March 5, 1914, at the trout 
door of Mataqui Municipal Constable Jack Cannon's Alders rove home. 

The visitor turned out to be Mohan Singh, a Hindu sawmill worker from Coghlau, 
between Atdergrove and Langley Prairie. 

If halting, broken English the turbann ed caller unburdened himself of a rambling 
story about his friend Sibboo Singh, who had suddenly quit his jd> at the Coghlan mill 
four months back and hadn't been heard from since. Mohan felt that Sibboo had met 
with foul play. 


Quizzed for details to support his theory, 
Mohan went on to relate that Sibtooo’s friend, 
ftajma Singh, an Aldergrove farmer, apparently 
was the lust person to see Sibboo. Raima had 
been with the missing man on October 29, 1913, 
when Sibboo had quit work at the mill, waited 
lor him while Sibboo got hie *48 pay cheque 
niailc out and casually mentioned at the time 
to one ot the Hindu workers lhat Slboo might 
be going bark to India. It could have been true, 
ot course. Ifut Sibboo had promised te write 
Mohan within two months, snd no letter had 
been received. 

Since then Mohan .and some of his fellow 
sawmill hands had met Raima now and again 
a la) asked him how Sibboo was gelling on. Ap¬ 
parently he was getting on wall, but they noticed 
a curious contradiction in Rajma's story. To some 
he said Sibboo had gone to Nanaimo, to others 
It was Victoria, and to still another is was Van¬ 
couver. Mohan had noticed these small vari¬ 
ations; and he had reason to ponder them, for, 
as he told Cannon, he had once heard how 
Raima had killed a man In India. Perhaps he 
had ulso don* away with .Sibboo. 


CANNON TOOK » description of the missing 
man. noting the l*<t that he always wore a 
salmon pink turban, and the next day called at 
the Coghlan mil! where he verified the fact 
lhat Sibboo had l>eon paid off four month* 
b**U»re. on the afo*moon of October 29. xnd 
fiJ'jma had been with him. 

Checking around. Cannon discovered that 
IVnima. who hadn’t been seen for a w**k or 
two. lived "alone in his Aldcrgrove cabin, his 
nearest neighbors being a Danish family called 
Knuosen, who lived half a mile away. 

It was on March T. two days after Mohan's 
visit, that Cannon headed lor Rajma’s lonely 
cabin, and found the door padlocked. 

The policeman noticed that there had oeen 
some recent clearing on the 10-acre tract and, 
after he’d walked around the cabin trying to 
peer through the dirt-grimed windows, he went 
aver ta view the remains of a slashing fire. 

The lire had been out for some weeks, but 
It had 'been a hot one. and as Cannon looked 
aver the ground suddenly he noticed something 
stiange about the burned, pulverised soil. Some- 
tried to 4-over over one burned patch 
with fresh soil. 

His curiosity whetted. Cannon got a shovel 
#M«n a shed behind the Hindute shack and 
•tatted digging. About three feet down he came 
upon a quantity of discarded tin cans. But; pos¬ 
se*. *»-d by some sort of hunch, he kept digging, 
and when he wa* five feet down came upon a 
of pink turban. 


BY NOW HR FOUND himself in quite a hole, 
and to solve the difficulty of climbing out, he 
•tailed digging himself out by way of a side cut. 
As lie dug away, he uncovered two or three 
badly burned old boots, and a small piece of 
ffeiarred bon*. 

Thinking by now he needed some expert ad¬ 
vice. he drove back to Aldergrove and phoned 
ta the coroner at Mission. Dr. Stewart. 

‘Bring whatever you've got over here.** said 
the ooctor, "and I’ll have a look at it.’* 

When Stewart examined the bone, he promptly 
Identified it as part of a human right arm! 

"You better go 'at this Carefully," he cautkmed 
Cannon, "and sift all the soil. Bring me every¬ 
thing you find."

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BACK THEY HUSTLED to Dr. Stow art, who 
now had a further comment. 

"This is all extremely interesting,’* he said, 
"but you haven’t come up so far with any parts 
of a skull. Better go back and try again.”' 

Next day the two policemen were back on 
the j4»b and. carefully sifting the burned earth 
of a wider area, eventually they found some 
rounded pieces of skull bone a* well a* what 
appeared to be little nugget* of gold. They also 
found eyelets from a pair of shoes, some shoe 
pails and some human teeth. 

Dr. Stewart identified the bone as parts of 
a skull, and now it seemed to the investigators 
that their discovery was tieing m with Mohan 
Singh's suspicions. 

Meantime. Raima Singh’s cabin continued un¬ 
occupied. and Cannon started casting around for 
a clue to his whereabouts.

WHAT IMD THEY KNOW of Raima? We*, 
they knew him pretty well, and sometimes when 
he was passing they invited him in for a meal. 
Now and again some of the boys went over at 
night to play cards with him in his cabin. 
They said he was a hard worker, and faiily 
intelligent. Where was he now? They didn't 
know. Seems he had left the district a week or 
two before, and they thought he might be work¬ 
ing in a mill at Harrison. They had seen another 
Hindu around his cabin the previous fall, but 
onl> for a day or two. 

Cannon, the untrained, rule-of-thumb investi¬ 
gator— paid only when he was on a job- had 
done pretty well so far in finding human re-. 
mains. Now he had. the idea that maybe Sibboo 
had a bank- account somewhere, maybe some 
mail waiting for him. Enquiries at Abbotsford 
first were unsuccessful. But when he spoke te 
W. H. Matheson. manager of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce gt Mission, he learned something. 
Sibboo Singh had had a savings account, but 
drew all his money out on October 29 the year 
previous. 

Matheson couldn't remember the actual trans¬ 
action or whether Sibboo was accompanied by 
anyone; the bald entry in a ledger was all the 
evidence. 


Still checking around Mission. Cannon next 
ran into Frank Boulter, the CPR station agent. 
When the conversation got round to the missing 
Hindu. Frank had a surprising bit of informa¬ 
tion to offer. 


Apparently a week or so before a 
Hindu and a H-hite woman had appeared 
together at the ticket window enquiring 
the prlee of a single fare to Edmonton. 
When they heard the anwnuit they went 
over In a corner and there was quite 
a conversation. Apparently the Hindu 
wa« nervous and excited, and eventually 
k*t without buying the ticket. 

"Was the Hindu a talt. well-set -up fellow, 
wearing bib overalls and a black turban?" asked 
Cannon. 

"Believe he was." said Boulter. 

"What did the woman look like?" 

"Oh. plump not bad looking, about 50. blonde, 
spoke with a bit of an accent. Might have beea 
Swedish."

A couple more enquiries bv phone up and 
down the line brought Cannon the quick Info* 
mation that a w*ek before Raima had indeed 
boarded an eastbound train at Harrison, 
felon unknown. 

Mr*. Knudsen m asked about the 
episode and said she ha opened to be In Mission 
•ne day when she. ran into Rajma. He seemed 
nervous and In trouble and wanted help ta bar¬ 
ing a railroad ticket for Edmonton, but he dldrrt 
have enough money. She hadn’t seem him smew. 

By now it seemed that Raima had some e» 
punning to do. hut the problem was to And hiss. 
However. Cannon sent out "the word." and hi 
fast time came a wire from the Royal Northwent 
Mounted Police as the force was then named— 
at Medicine Hat to sav they had Rajma. waiting 
*o be questioned He’d been found working lor 
a farmer at Karlstadt. Alberta. 

Off went Cannon, to Alberta, to bring hla man 
bark to Matsqui. 

Maybe he skipped some of the niceties as ha 
approached the task of questioning the Hindu, 
lor, according ta Rajma, he put It this way* 
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BONES BELOW THE ASHES 
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•If you don’t want to spend the rest of your 
Hfe in this jail, you’d better open up and tell 
g* what happened to Sibboo!” 


RAJMA COUNTERED by saying he didn’t 
know anything. The last time he saw Sibboo 
was last November when the latter was heading 
to a railroad station to get a train for Vancouver. 
However, the intolerable strain and frustration 
of sitting In a Matsqul cell maybe gave him a 
change of viewpoint, for a few hours later he 
said he would like to make a statement. 

It was Knudsen who had killed Sibboo. he 
said, and he’d seen it alL It was about midday, 
one day in the first week of last November, 
while be was walking near a patch of alder 
between his cabin and Knudsen’s that he sawr 
Knudsen and Sibboo quarelling over something. 

They were IM yards or so away at 
the time, and suddenly Knudsen, who 
had a stick in his land, struck the 
Hindu three times over the head aiftl 
Sibboo collapsed on the trail. Knudsen 
went hack hi sawing some wood nearby, 
and when Rajma came up to them he 
w-as shocked to find his friend Sibboo 
was dead. 

How did you know he was dead?'* asked 
Qnnon. “Did you examine him?” 

**No.” said Aftjma. “I juat knew he was dead.” 
“Was there any blood on his head?" 

“No.” 

“Where there any marks on him?**

“How was he lying?" 

“Face down,’’ said Rajma. "And when I saw 
him I started to cry."

That night, according to Rajma. the Danish 
farmer set fire to a of dead timber, on which 
jay the luckless Sibboo. 

A couple of nights later when Rajma paid 
one of his visits to the Knudsen farm, he told 
Knudsen he was afraid and that he was going 
to the government man to tell him about the 
killing. It was then, said Rajma, that Knudsen

The U.S. Immigra¬ 
tion turned Rajma hark, htit the boy went 
through.

"Did she know about the murder?" queried

stayed a day there, then caught anothei train' 
to Calgary. From there be ended up in Karl- 
stdat. on a farm. 

He spoke of his land at Alder grove, and told 
how, when there was a discussion about his leav¬ 
ing. he didn't know what to do about the land. 
"Sell it,” said Knudsen. "Sell It for what you 
can get.” 

“But there will be terms to arrange, papers 
fc> sign.” expostulated Rajma. 

”1 can fix all that,” said Kmitkten. ‘Transfer 
the title to me and while you’re gone l’l|. make 
a sale.

On that basis, said Rajma, he transferred the 
property over to Knudsen. 


CANNON WAR RACK at his office with 
Rajma’s signed statement.

In his short term of office. However, he decided 
to put his best foot worwarU 

As it turned out, it was the wrong foot. 

First he had to prove that a murder had 
occurred and that Sibboo was the victim. He 
arranged for an inquest, and a jury reviewed 
the pathetic array of buttons and bone* that 
filled 20 envelopes and Rajma t«dd his story. 

It ended In a murder verdict and Knud Knud¬ 
sen was promptly arrested on a murder chaige, 
his sons Carol and William as accessoi »es after 
the fact. In rapid, order there was a preliminary 
hearing and Knudsen and son Cap* I were t om* 
mitted for trial. The charge against William was 
dis mussed. 

There are. of course, checks and balance*, in 
our system of Jurisprudence that serve to k««*p 
the wheels of jutsice more or less on rhe lailn, 
and on of these is the attorney general’*! depart¬ 
ment, which promptly tossed the whole Knu«iM-a 
matter into rhe hands of B.C. Provincial Police 
Superintendent Colin S. Campl*ell, who in turn 
got Chief Constable Tom Smith at Vancouver 
to assign Senior Constable A. T. Stephenson of 
New Westminster and Detective J. E. Green of 
Vancouver to probe a little dee|>er. In addition, 
to counsel them on the legal end, they could 
call on W. G. McM^uurrie. 


THE KNl’DSEX cases came up at the New 
Westminster Spring Assizes in 1914. and Me- 
^uarrie asked that they be traversed to the 1 all 
Assizes, for by this lime it was fairly plain that 
the Knudsen famil> knew nothing of the dt**ap* 
pearanee of Sibboo. 

The charges were dropped, and Rajma was 
charged drlth his friend's murder. 

The Knudsen** were now all Crown wttnev-c*, 
and that fall Mr. Justice Denis Murphy heard 
the case. Rajma had no counsel, and Judge Mur¬ 
phy assigned to him A. Fleishman of Vancouver. 

Mrs. Knudsen told how she unwittingly helped 
Rajma at the Mission ticket office, with no 
knowledge that she was assisting a possible 
fugitive. The boy**toid how ihey watched Raima 
stoking some big slash fires in early November, 
how he had said his friend Sihbos liad gone back 
to India, and one night (lashed o«t a big roll of 
bills. He said it had been repayment of a # debt 
fiom Sibboo before he left. He'd gone with him 
to the bank at Mission to get the money. Rsvna 
told them th it Sibboo had anotlw-f um •» a 
bank at Cedar Cottage but had left without draw¬ 
ing the money. Rajma wanted i« know if* they 
could help him to g*»t ihe funds, because SMbos 
had said he could have that. toa. 

Rajmali's rather wean account of the stick¬ 
killing was reviewed — the account of a man 
killed with a stick and no blood and no marks. 


RNLDbLN DErtCRIHED to tlie court ho* he 
same to hold title to Raima’s property Rajma 
was in a hurry to leave and asked Km«*!«-. • to 
sell the acreage for him. Knudsen inked h*-w 
much he wanted .and Rajma said $!*I0. Knuds,-# 
thought he must he in a hurry, for lie kne* »»>e 
Hindu had paid $750 for the land, and could 
have sold for at least $850. 

A Mr. Keely. Great Northern agent at Abbots¬ 
ford. bought the land for a Mr. Wales, ami n* 
proceeds were available for Rajma. 

The Crown's case completed, no defence * as 
forthcoming. Rajma called no witnesses and 
didn’t take the witness stand. 

The five-day trial ended with the jury out for 
an hour and 15 minutes; they leturned with a 
“guilty" verdict. 

Rajma. who mill had nothing to say. Was sen¬ 
tenced to die on the New Westminster galWws, 
en Saturday February 6, 1915. 

It had taken dose to a year of investigation 
to settle the ins and outs of Sibboo Singh « iw 
mat ion. which turned out to lie a brutal killing 
for a few hundred dollars' gain.

The Lovely Dogwood Flower Has Become 

Potter’s Trademark 


- 0 UR PROVINCE’S floral emblem,*’ 
^ Mid the man in charge of arrange¬ 
ment*, “is the best souvenir we can give 
our visitors to take home with them.** 

. And if he didn't put it in just those 
words, that is what he meant when he 
ordered from Mrs. Marjorie Speer, 
Cowiehan potter, 80 of her dogwood 
ashtrays for the convention of the Cana¬ 
dian Association of Administrators of 
Labor legislation, to be held in Sep¬ 
tember in Victoria. 

All across Canada will go this symbol of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia’s natural beauties and pleasant way 
of life. Just because half a dozen years ago a 
woman potter decided to make the dogwood 
flower her chief motif. The recipients of these 
ashtrays can have the satisfaction of knowing, 
also, that each has received an “original” Mar¬ 
jorie Speer doesn’t use molds. 

When Mrs. Speer advanced her hobby to a 
business, she found that the dogwood motif was 
very good business indeed, but originally she 
chose it for its artistic value. ’The dogwood waa 
my inspiration.” is the way she puts it. The lovely 
flower lent itself to many uses In pottery and the 
variation in the number of its petals -from four 
to seven was a practical advantage. 

Having decided'that pottery should be her 
creative outlet. Marjorie discovered that books 
and practice were her best teachers, tn 1954. she 
made a trip to England and visited a number of 
potteries there. She came away convinced that 
what was being done in Canada was every bit 
as good for Canada as what was being done in 
England was for England. She returned to her 
hobby with renewed enthusiasm and presented her 
friends with gifts of dogwood brooches, dogwood 
candle holders, dogwood decorated bowls, and the 
kke. 

There were unexpected repercussions. Friends 
who received these gifts came back with orders 
for gifts for their friends. In 1956. Marjorie built 
a potter’s shed off the carport, and frankly went 
into business. 

The dogwood motif remained paramount. 
Those 80 ashtrays going to the Labor Legislation 
Administrators, for instance, consist of a large 
dogwood flower made in the form of a shallow, 
footed bowl. They can be, and often are, used 
•s wall plaques. The dogwood flower lends itself

There are other designs and forms than the 
dogwood, though, in the Speer output, ranging 
from other floral motifs to geometric and Indian. 
Her jewellery is a popular line even if it doesn't 
happen to be Marjorie's favorite form of expres¬ 
sion. The colorful "Indian” beads and bracelets* 
each bead different, are particularly sought after 
by visitors to Cowiehan Bay. and the Jewellery sets 
in soft blues and greens which are copied from a

There are "look a likes’ from Marjorie Speei's 
pottery shed, but everything, from lamp down to 
the smallest bead in a necklace either hand mod¬ 
elled or thrown, there is no such thing as a 
replica. In fact, Marjorie is so averse to repeal¬ 
ing herself that two years ago she turned down 
an order for 400 dogwood ashtrays. That., in her 
view, was too much of even such a good thirtg 
as the dogwood! 


THE DOGWOOD FLOWER is not the only 
local feature In Mrs. Speer's work. The clay *he 
uses is all local, too. dug up by herself as requjied. 
Friends and neighbors keep her advised of ?»ew 
finds of suitable clay and the only type she has 
had to import has been the white, from the United 
States. It simply is not found in Canada, and 
using the doLjHxxi as extensively as she does, 
Mrs. Speer muW have white clay. 

It is British Columbia's floral emblem, 
though, that is mainly responsible for sending the 
Speer work far afield, to England and the Euro¬ 
pean continent. to Australia iod Aaia whwvnq 
in fact. Cowiehan people have correspondents. 

Just as the first local recipient of gifts fiom 
Marjorie’s hobby workshop became customers, 
so do recipients living abroad. In fact, ceitain 
Californians had only to see the .^peer jewellery 
worn by a Cowiehan visitor to mail or<lers for 
some of the same "And they do such heauirful 
work themselves!" Marjork* exclaims w'ith awe. 

Pottery is something of a "cause” with Mar¬ 
jorie Speer. For anyone like herself with a bent 
in that direction, it is a satisfying creative out¬ 
let. and. further, she believes that it is the |»erfeot 
way to obtain relief from tensions and anxieties, 
"It is good. hard, physical work. While you 
are busy at pottery, you can t spare thought for 
worries.” * 

It is probably because of that philosophy that 
Marjorie has. in the last few years, -darted a num¬ 
ber of beginners in the. pottery hobby.

CARAWAK, hi ruionM Borneo, mast 
be a teacher’* dream. The children 
third for knowledge and will leave home 
at a tender age, to journey alone for 
pomibly 15 daya to reach a school. 

Here they remain, entirely self-suffi¬ 
cient for 10 months of the' year. 

They are so anxious to learn that 
lights have to be extinguished or they 
will go right on studying. 

These same children are babied and 
pampered until they are five or six years 
did. but on going to school will erect 
their own shelters of bamboo, sewing 
leaves together for a roof, grow gardens, 
and trap game, to supplement the bag of 
rice they start out with for food. 
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Although the practice, officially, has been discontinued, head-taking 
by certain tribes of Borneo—notably the Ibans—was once as much in vogue 
as scalp-taking on the North American continent. But times have changed. 
Now the young many would rather fill their own heads than fool around with 
someone else's. 


An average school day sounds like a marathon 
race Starting with an early hath and breakfast, 
students are in class by 7.30 a m They have a mid- 
morning break, and at 1 p.m. go to the river lor 
another wash before preparing their lunch. (Don’t 
forget, these are seven, eight, nine and 10-year- 
oMb. 1 After that they work on the gardens, or 
dear and ditch a playing Meld. 

“Recreation” is from 6 to 7 p.m. and their fav¬ 
orite game is soccer—played with bare feet, so 
no shin hacking! 

Another bath and they prepare supper. Study 
period is from 7.15 until 9 p.m. when lights, are 
put out-to stop them working! 


Manson Toynbee, group headmaster of 31 
schools in Sarawak, recently holidayed with his 
mother. Mrs. Richard Toynbee, on Salt Spring 
Island, where be was brought up. Now he has 
gone back to Borneo on a second, two-year stint. 

.Mr. Toynbee taught for 10 years at Glen- 
eagl.*s Elementary School in West Vancouver, five 
of them as principal. Feeling he had “been quite 
a spell in one place,” he decided to take a year off 
for post graduate work. Instead, he accepted a 
Canadian government offer to take charge ol 
seven or eight schools, under the Colombo Flan. 

This developed to 31 schools and “the year” 
stretched to two years—now to four. 

Quite the largest man the natives have ever 
seen. Mr. Toynbee is big even by western 
staiKftai-ds six feet four inches. 

He found desperate working and living condi¬ 
tions. although “climate and Insects were not un¬ 
bearable “ Natives are of medium build, friendly, 
and terribly anxious to learn. 

The British Colonial Government In Sarawak, * 
had the first schools built about 1946. when the 
Japanese were driven out. There are about 30.000 
people, speaking 30 dialects. In the schools Malay 
and English are used in Primary I and II. with 
explanations given in the child’s dialect, so that 
they are tri lingual. By Primary III and IV, 75 
per cent English is spoken 

There is a hopeless lack of teachers and Mr. 
Toynbee is always on the watch for the brightest 
students, who go on to Primary V and VI to be¬ 
come teacher* themselves. Travelling all the time 
from his home base at Marudi, he visits the 
schools, teaching English and holding teacher¬ 
training sessions. 

Education is neither free nor compulsory — 
•children go to school because they want to learn, 
and they pay for ths privilege.” They pay the 
equivalent ol $30 to $30 a month. Schools are built 
by the natives of hand adzed planks so costs are 
confined to equipment, from nails to exercise 
books. 


ADULT EDUCATION is an expanding problem 
as Sarawak develops. Natives live in ‘Iong houses,” 
with a whole community occupying one building. 
There is a room for each family and the door 
opens onto a full length verandah, so a house 
is measured by its “doors”. One has 96 doors, and 
was half a mile long. 

They are built on poets of belian wood which 
has an insect repelling odor and lasts for 100 years. 

The garbage disposal system is quite uncom¬ 
plicated they simply leive a gap in the floor and 
keep pigs down below. 

Part of the teachers' course is to demonstrate 
the building of a “jamban” (nuthouse*. To the 
native these represent a lot of work for no par¬ 
ticular reason. 


T1KT ARE SHOWN also that If pigs were 
penned and fed properly they would double in size 
and succulence. This made sense to them so they 
followed the advice but forgot the jambans. 
Result was that without the fouf legged dispoal 
units there soon developed clouds of disease-carry¬ 
ing flies. They had to be made to unpen the pigs, 
and build the jambans first. 

Travelling is by water or foot. 

Mr. Toynbee uses a forty-by three foot crafts 
driven by a 35 horsepower outboard. Boats are 
log*, adzed and burnt out. with added sides, of 
softwood, and a shelter. They are fine for shoot¬ 
ing the frequent rapids, with a steersman at bow 
and stem. 

Rainfall is heavy and sudden, and often disrupts 
Mr. Toynbee's schedule. Once seven inches fell in 
a matter of 10 hours, raising the river 25 feet 
overnight, making it too high and swift for travel. 

Getting impatient. Mr. Toynbee started out 
after hiring two drivers and six extra coolies to 
paddle. Coming to a narrow spot, going up-stream, 
the current was so swift that with the motor wide 
open and the coolie* paddling like mad. they stood 
still just at the crest of an overfall. A huge whirl¬ 
pool right behind threatened momentarily to suck 
them in. so Manson grabbed a board and paddled 
too. Half an hour later they got over the brow. 

Great rocks and rapids are common to all 
Borneo rivers. 


THIS COUNTRY of; many races is basically 
good humored, and the children never fight. 

Most isolated are the 1.900 Kelabits. who live 
in' a rugged highland area containing fertile 
valleys, yet they have the highest percentage of 
children attending school. They are mosty Evan¬ 
gelical Christians, having converted themselvea 


some 12 years ago. from paganism. They take full 
charge of their own religious observances, attend¬ 
ing church 16 times a week. 

A great deal of tattooing is don* and intrivate 
designs are worked out on wood, pressed to the 
body and pricked In. 

Girls’ ears are pierced at a tender age and 
a ring inserted. As the skin stretches more rings 
are added, until by womanhood the lobe* reach 
nearly to her waist. School girls clutch their ear* 
when running. 

Most primitive race are Punans who live la 
darkest jungle. Afraid of people and water, they 
are a nomadic tribe whose chief food is the wild 
pig or monkeys. So they follow wild pig. using 
blowpipes to kill them, in good times feasting, at 
other times starving. 

Mr. Toynbee plans on having the schools pretty 
well organized by next March, in his present 
territory. Then, so that the natives don’t become 
too dependent upon him. he win move down th« 
coast to the Ibans and Malays. 

At present 12 persons are engaged In educa¬ 
tional work in Sarawak under the Canadian de¬ 
partment of trade and commerce.

WICKANINNISH 


SANDS

'T'MIS IS A FACT. Believe it or not: I>mg Beach it Dir only 
A place in British Columbia where thr Pacific Ocean can be 
reached by road. 

lb broad expanse of hard white sand. 10 mile* long and 
a quarter-of a-mile wide at low tide, on which the surf never 
cease* to pound, is ita chief attraction. But there are others 
nearby, both unique and interesting. 


FloreiK'is Bey. which provided the settling for "Florencia Bay.” a prize- 
winning book written by James McNsmec. former Victorian, and which 
appeared recently in ferial form in McLean’s Magazine, is one Formerly 
known as Wreck Bay, but renamed several years ago by the Canadian hydro- 
graphic survey board after the Peruvian barque Florencia which was 
wrecked theie in 1880, it is separated from Long Beach proper, at the east 
as I'clueiet end by a narrow wooded peninsula. 

Two miles long and with the same exposuie of sand at low tide, ft la 
long Beach in miniature, except that a steep sandstone cliff rises immediately 
behind it. Ill is is an advantage, for tt not only provides shelter and privacy, 
but prevents can. from reaching the sands A short foot trail from the end 
of a rough stdeioad leading off the Ucluetet-Totfno Highway, brings one to 
the beach. Them are scores of excellent campsites available, and a fresh 
water stream. 

For years, small syndicates and individual prospectors, using sluice 
boxes, recovered gold from the beach sand, but returns were small and the 
claims subsequently abandoned. Searching for the precious metal, still to 
be found there, U an interesting pasttime tor visitors. 


St HOONKR 1 'OXT,, at the west end of Long Beach, is another area 
well winth exploring. Like Florencia Bay. it is also separated by a rocky 
outcrop, but it can be reached -to within a few hundred feet by car. via 
Long Beach profs-r. 

Many of the best camping sites on Long Beach are at the Schooner 
Cove end. There's also good water 

Overgrown with bush at the far end of the cove are a number of 
tumbled down shacks, all that remains of the summer home of Wickannimsh, 
a famous Indian chief who 130 years ago ruled luthlesaly over all Indians in 
the Clayoquot Sound area. Hia tribe is now practically extinct, Wickannimsh 
Bay is the name given to Long Beach on marine charts. Wickanninish also 
had a village at Long Beach itselt Its remains and some of the old stockades, 
wlieir they fought off invading tribes, can still be seer, near a creek which 
flows on to the beach near the public campsite and Incinerator. 

A little beyond Schooner Cove can be seen some interesting Indian 
>etri»gl> phivs. The figures are carved on the face of a cliff overlooking the 
lew and consist of seals, sea lions, halibut and other markings which the 
ttivfer. Pete Hillk-r of L'cluelet. could nut identify. One of the seals is eight 
feet lung The other figures average about four feet It is significant that 
fish are plentiful in this area, with a seal rookery on the nearby rocks and 
fut bearing animals in the hills. 

Kennedy Lal-e. Vancouver Island’s largest, motorists see before they 
reach long Beacn. The road follows its east shores for ten miles, with a 
magnificent view all the way. Eighteen feet above sea level, the lake empties 
Into Tofino inlet at Kenfalls Rapids where excellent trout and steelhead fish¬ 
ing is to be had. Kennedy and Clayoquot Rivers, which flow into the lake 
at either end. also provide good fishing. Here a boat is necessary , for so far 
there is no habitation on the take, or boat rentals 

The waier is comparatively warm and there are good, sandy beaches, 
(letis-let and Tofino children have their swimming lessons at the take. The 
government has many park and campsite areas set aside, both on the take 
and alone the banks of Kennedy River, but as yet none have been developed. 


11181 . BEACH airport extends from the beach back to Mrl-ean’s Point 
on upper Tofino Inlet, where float equipped planes land. Here boats can be 
tauncheil at any stage of the tide, giving visitors the whole of Tofino Inlet 
and Clayoquot Sound to explore, with scores of good fishing streams within 
easy reach. In the winter, geese and duck make the inlet a sportsman’s 
paradise with crabs plentiful on the mud-flats 

At I’oflno. launches can be hired for the ISimile trip to Hot Springs Cove, 
Sydney Inlet, the site of one of the world's most uniqqe hot sulphur springs. 
Water, at almost boiling point, comes out of the ground at hundred* of gallons 
a minute, terms a short stream and then pour* over a natural waterfall into 
the sea In the pools below, where at high spring tide the hot fresh water 
mixes with cold sea water, peopw bathe 

Th-- water has strong sulphur smell, yet is quite palatable and is said 
to be "good for wtiat ails you.’’ People suffering with rueumatics not only 
bathe in it lui! drink It by the gallon. They also take it home in gallon Jars. 
The Indians have drunk l« for medicinal purposes for hundreds of years. 
Because it is soft and lathers well, they also wadi their clothes In It. as do 
practically all West Coast fishermen 

■ The launch ride from Tofino and back passes Ahousat and several other 
Clayoquot. on Stubbs Island, half a mile across the bay from Tofino, ta 
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a must for visitors to this area. Not only is it rich in Indian lore, but It is the 
oldest white settlement on the West Coast, and the site of its first trading post. 
Between Stubbs Island and Wickanninish Island, which are only half-a-ftiile 
apart, is where, in 1811. the American trading ship Tonquln was plundered 
and burned by the Clayoquot Indiana. Captain Jonathan Thom and his 
entire crew were murdered. The only man to escape and he was ashore at 
the time was an Indian interpreter. Stubbs Island is completely surrounded 
by broad beaches and sand dunes. There is a good hotel at Ctaydquot., 

Tofino and Uciuelet. where almost half of B.C.'s troll-caught salmon 
catch is landed, are both well worth a visit. Chief attraction for visitors is in 
the evenings, when the trollers come in from the ocean and land their fish at 
the buying camps, of which there are eight. Both settlements have good hotel 
accommodation.

Today doe lives el Peggy Whlttingtoo'l Singing Sends Camp oa Long 
Beech ami spends most of his time helping guests rake crabs, dig raaorbork 
clems, gather mussels end cast into the surf for porgies a novel type e< 
fishing he has helped develop. 

A comparative newcomer to Long Beach hr has been there six ye a r*— 
he has grown to love the sound of the pounding surf, long walks along the 
13 mile beech and his frequent visits with old buddies in Uciuelet and To lino. 
He also enloys meeting the visitor* who com* to Long Beech over the new 
R mlk gravel road from the Albemia. 

The road is bumpy, and it is dusty, but It I* not such a difficult one to 
travel that anyone should hesitate from visiting the alluring West Coast. M 
la probably one of the most scenicaBy satisfactory roads in North America, 
aa it winds high above Sproat Lake and for miles along Taylor River, Kennedy 
River and Kennedy Lake. 

It is a 15 to 20-mile-an hour road, but easily passable for anything but 
the lowest siting, modern cars.

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AT LONG BEACH, midway between Uciuelet and To fine, there are three 
resorts with cabins, and the provincial government has reserved three sties 
for future development as picnic and camping sites. 

At present, hundreds of campers simply pitch their dents on the beach 
and park their cars besides them. 

There Is a good tenting site at Green Point, midway on the beach, and • 
another good spot, near the big incinerator at, the north end of the beach. 
Both are government park reserves for future development Water i* obtained 
from three or four streams that run into Long Beach. Very limited toliri 
facilities have been provided by the provincial parks branch. 

Cars m «y be driven the full length of the beach, but drivers must he 
careful of soft sand or of drivfhg too does to the water's edge. If a car is 
stalled in the surf there is no need for one to drive In the surf It can be 
swallowed completely by the sand within sn hour or so. On* or two Mg 
waves will sink It far enough in the sand that it would be impossible to tow 
it out. 

But above the surf the send Is hard-peeked end quite safe for car*. 

Too many people drive to Long Beech, spend a night, and tAen move on. 
They ere missing the reel fun of the beach. At least a week 1* needed to 
enjoy all the fun. 

POBGY FISHING In the surf off the rucks at Green Point rewards 
anglers with a fish on every cast. The one to two pound, perch like breetn will 
lake every hire thrown at them, from bacon rind end beech worms to small 
spoons. 

Spinning tackle Is used and the lure* are cast into a cresting wave and 
then retnevtd very slowly. Big trick Is to get the fish over the barnacle- 
crusted rocks. 

Porgy fishing is not the only excitement. 

There is razor clam digging, butter ciam digging, crabbing, atone 
collecting, beachcombing and the chance of finding pearl* In the eight-inch 
muaaels found ha the rocks. 

There Is also swimming in .the surf, romping on the sand and exploring 
the 12mile-k>ng beach. 

Razor dom digging At a technique in itself. Flral. a bed must be located, 
and there are arveral along the beach. Looh for the holes In the sand, about 
half-an-inch In diameter. When you find one, dig llhe crazy, because the 
raasr clam will go down like an elevator. 

Be careful not to smash the brittle shell* of the clam* that reach five to 
ala inches in length. The meat makes delicious chowder, but remember that, 
unlike other clams, razor clam* must be cleaned, just slit their stomachs 
and dean out all the grit and intestines. 

To make dam chowder. Long Beash style, eat up Ike rlaam

If one hasn't a car. or doesn’t want to drive over the West Coast n»a*h 
Dick McMinn and John Monrufet are partners in the Alliance Marine Trans¬ 
portation Co., which gives a Monday. Wednesday and Friday boat service on 
the Mv IJchwk from Port Alberni.

HRH Prince Arthur of Con¬ 
naught. son of liueen Vic¬ 
toria first came here in the 
ltHtt* and again, yeurt later, 
when a* Duke of Connaught, 
he waa governoi general of 
Canada.

George V and Queen Mary, 
were here in 1901. Their

But is get back to our first 
royal visitor in the late sum¬ 
mer »f ltWO. No one here knew 
s Prince of the Sandwich Is- 
lands was on his wa> anti so 
there was no welcome. One 
mellow evening, a romantic- 
Inofctng. small nailing vessel 
dmptted bet anchor off Laurel 
Point at the entrance to the 
Inner Harboi. anti she made 
the pertect pictuie. etched 
sg tin*r the hills of Saofce as 
the sun sank into the far 
Pacific fi urn whence she 
same. 

S*»m the word spread about 
the utwn. then barely recover¬ 
ing from the great gold rush 
bmtm of twc> .VMirs before, 
ami Htill somewhat wild and 
woolley. that the schooner had 
come n from the Sandwich 
Island* and then the rumor 
went wildfire that there was 
Aboard a prince of royal blood. 

It was a 1 moat impossible to 
believe hut the rumor turned 
out to he tiue a real, live 
grim'** in Victoria, a dark- 
skinned, handsome prince, 
though dekeate or a long sea 
voyage for his health. 

fhp ( oifinM forthwith sent 
a reporter hy small boat out to 
the tatting vessel Next morn- 
rng Vkdorians read rumor was 
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correct the stories that swept 
the town the night bef«*re: 

“Arrival of Prince Ka<n*»- 
hameha and suite one of the 
most beautiful little schooners 
eye ever beheld sailed into our 
harbor . . . and anchored off 
laurel Point. She proved *o 
be the Emma Rooke. 19 days 
from Honolulu, and her arrival 
created some little excitement 
as soon as It became known 
that Prince Lot Kamehameha 
of the Sandwich Islands and 
suite were on hoard.” 

Henry Rhodes, well to do 
merchant, father of a fashkm 
able musical family, master of 
"Maplehurst”—a fine mansion 
which stood where the Arena 
is today was the consul for 
the Sandwich Islands at the 
time, and as soon as he heard 
the news he hurried out to the 
Emma Rooke. 

He found with the prince, 
who was brother of the king 
of the Sandwich Islands. Hon. 
David Kalakava and Hon. Levi 
HaMea. members of the 
House of Nobles and the King s 
Privy Council: Hon. M. Keku 
anoa. governor of Aahu and 
father of the prince, and 
Joseph C. Spalding, side de¬ 
camp to the prince and consul 
in Honolulu for Peru. 

The Colonist, impressed by 
the VIPs who had so unex¬ 
pectedly turned up in Victoria, 
said: “We bespeak a fitting 
welcome.” 

However, the prince was 
feeling so poorly thaf he could 
not run around much. He 
called at “Maplehurst” and 
put up at Victoria’s smartest 
hostelry of ftie day. the Hotel 
de France. % 

One day. in warm autumn 
sjinshine,-“accompanied by his 
suite, he visited Beacon Hill 
Park and the environs of the 
town. Although laboring un¬ 
der indisposition and neces¬ 
sarily somewhat secluded, the 
prince has received many calls 
frwn our prominent citizens. 
Hon. Mr Flnlayson. adminis¬ 
trator of the government 
\ James Douglas, the governor, 
must have been out of town); 
W. A. G. Young, colonial sec¬ 
retary, and Dr. Helmcken, 
Speaker of the Assembly; 
Capt. Spencer of HMS Topaae. 
and a number of lesser nota¬ 
bilities. paid a formal visit to 
the prince to welcome him to 
the country, and were very 
graciously received.” 

There was some feeling in 
Victoria that year of 1860 about 
colored people, and some 
worry that there might be an 
unpleasant scene or two. The 
Colonist, therefore, gently 
warned: “We trust our citizens 
will not be backward in show¬

ing that degree of courtesy to 
this distinguished stranger, 
which his position warrants” 

The Ctttonist looked into its 
crystal ball: "Every year will 
increase the commercial inter¬ 
course between this colony and 
the Hawaiian kingdom; and 
no means should be allowed 
to slip by which we may culti¬ 
vate friendly relations with a 
people whose government is 
patterned after ours, and 
wlHMe prosperity cannot but 
enhance our own.” 

The fofcmUt. of oourse. 
could n<R foresee the day when 
the Sandwich Islands would 
benwne the Hawaiian Islands, 
possession of the United 


States, and the royal house of 
Hawaii would be no more, or 
the day when Victoria and 
Honolulu would be but eight 
hours apart, and people from 
here would go there to bask 
on the warm sands and sniff 
the exotic breezes and imagine 
they were young again as they 
sang "Little Brown Gal.” 

Prince Kamehameha saw 
two local excitements during 
his visit to Victoria, and these 
must have led him to believe 
that here, indeed, was the 
coming shipbuilding centre of 
the Pacific Northwest. 

There were two ship launch¬ 
ings. within a boat's length of 
the Emma Rooke, within 2i 
hours of each other. 


The Colonist reported them: 

“A large number of ladiea 
and gentlemen visited the 
shipyard at Laurel Point for 
the purpose of witnessing the 
launch of a new steamboat 
built for C. T. MfTlard and In¬ 
tended for the Fraser River 
trade the blocks were knocked 
away, and just as the boat 
was gliding from the stocks 
Miss Elizabeth Reed, daughter 
of Capt. James Reed, advanced 
and performed the usual cere¬ 
mony of christening the boat 
by breaking a bottle of cham¬ 
pagne over the bows, and at 
the same time exclaiming, 
•Success to the Htjpe.' The 
vessel glided off swiftly amid 
the cheers of the crowd and 
soon rode upon the waters of 
the bay as gracefully as if they 
were her natural element 
After the launch, several 
baskets of Cliquot champagne 
yielded up their contents, and > 
amid the popping of corks and 
cheers of congratulation, the 
future good ‘health’ of the 
Hope was drank by the multi¬ 
tude.” 

“Another stem-wheel steamer 
launched at Laurel Point and 
christened by Mr. James Trahy 
the ’Flying Dutchman,' after 
her owner. Capt. William 
Moore, who received this sou¬ 
briquet in the fsll of *58 while 
running a blue barge on 
Fraser River, from the ex¬ 
treme rapidity with which he ; 
made his trips. The new ves¬ 
sel was gaily trimmed with - 
flags, and after she had reached 
the water was taken in tow 
by the steamer Henrietta and 
made the tour of the harbor 
with a select party on board, > 
who were well supplied with 
refreshments." 

Before he sailed away from 
Laurel Point. Prince K «meha- 
meha. feeling much better 
after his few days heie, found 
time to visit the navy at « 
Esquimalt: “Departure of dis- . 
tlnguished visitors — Prince 
Kamehameha and suite tin 
full uniform». accompanied by 
Henry Rhodes, Esq.. Hawaiian 
consul, visited Esquimalt and 
were received and most hos¬ 
pitably entertained by Capt. 
Spencer of HMS Topaze. A 
royal salute was fired from 
Her Majesty’s vessels, and the 
colors set. 

"In the evening the royal 
party returned to the city • 
(which Victoria was not then, 
not being incorporated until 
1862 ► hand expressed them¬ 
selves highly pleased with 
their reception. The prince 
and his suite, after bidding 
farewell to those of our offi¬ 
cials and citizens who had 
called upon them^Buring their 
stay in our town, embarked 
in the Hawaiian schooner 
Emma Rooke. and sailed for 
San Francisco.”
